Eloquent Address Given by the Emin- 
ent British Statesman at the Cana. 
dian Club Luncheon at Winnipeg 
—Closes With a Stirring Appeal to 
Patriotism, 


Winnipeg, Oct, 16.—Introduced to 
the Canadian Club by the president, 
Wm. Whyte, Lord Milner gave a 
choughtful and able address, recéiving 
a regular ovation. Taking Imperial- 
ism as his theme, he declared himsels 
an Imperial Unionist, for offensive 
and defensive purposes, yet he based 
his argument for closer union of the 
émpire on the ground of the adyan- 
age it would be from the standpoint 
4f peace to the various portions oi 
Greater Britain. 

He dealt first with the benefits as 
individuals that we would derive with 
.he whole British Empire one mighty 
nation, and next with the advantage: 
-he different dominions of the Empire 
would gather from such a union, Mil- 
aer ended his broad, logical, busines: 
peech by an appeal to patriotism, de- 
claring, “It is only by a long pull and 
a strong pull and a pull altogether 
that we can place our great common 
heritage, the British Empire, above 
the danger of an external attack or 
ternal disruption.”

COMET LOST ITS TAIL. 
The Appendage Disappeared in a 
Single Night. 


Paris, Oct, 15.-—-The sudden disap- 
pearance this week of the tail of the 
Morehouse and oBrelli eomet has as- 
onished astronomers. Observatories 
are searching in vain tor the — lost 
member of the heavenly body, Guil- 
laumé Bigourdau, one of the most pro- 
minent French astronomers, in dis- 
cussing the imatter, said: ‘It is quite 
true that the comet discovered Sept. 
ist, 1908, lost its tail in one night. 
The tail was twenty minutes long, one 
oali the diameter of the sun. The 
comet should find itself at a minimum 
distance from the sun at the end of 
the year, If the comet had behaved 
in the ordinary manner the tail should 
levelop in brilliancy as well as in 
dimensions. 

“It is difficult to explain this. How- 
ever, one theory is generally admit- 
ted. This comet in the future witliout 
the tail is like all its sisters—a star in 
It threw out a great 
amount of gas, There has been an 
arrest in the production of gas, and 
the burning mass formerly visible be- 
hind the nucleus of the comet has 
naturally disappeared. If the comet 
emits no more gas, naturally we shall 
see no more tail, On the day when 
it starts emitting gas the tail will re- 
ippear.”’

ems which confront the people on the 
coast and no doubt had the full au- 
thority to make the announcement 
‘recited bim. 

The plan was doubtless suggested by 
the knowledge gaine dby the officials 
that it is the custom of the government 
of Honduras to, import each year a 
number of coolies from the cities of 
India. The sending along of the Hin- 
dus who have prrove a thorn in the 
sides of the peaple of British Colum- 
bia to fill this demand was suggested 
ind negotiations were at once set 
foot.

AT IMMIGRANTS 


At Calgary He Addresses goo People 
and Gives Speech Filled With 
Slander, 


Calgary, Oct. 16.—About nine hun- 
dred people filled the theatre to-nighe

}and heard R, P. Roblin, premier of 
| Manitoba, He was not nearly as vock- 
sure here as he had been in Eastern 
Canada, and did net mention the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway, which he 
well knew had done much for Cal- 
igury. He made a sneering attack on 
jthe Doukhobors, Gaticians, Jews and 
jones foreigners who have come to 
Canada, He dilated on the Liberal 
1893 platform saying that they had not 
kept one single piank except the re- 
arrangement of constituencies, He 
dealt with the tariff on agricultural 
implements, saying the agricultural 
implement manufacturers were never 
80 happy as to-day, enjoying a higher 
tariff than they ever did. The tariff 
is at the pleasure of the minister of 
customs, who could make it as high 
as he liked, 

He also condemned the bounties * 
paid and said the government had in- 
troduced the most pernicious features 
of protection, He said the Liberals 
had given everything away, nothing 
being left for them to do that he knew 
of except to take money direct from 
the treasury,

Public men and news- 
papers were continually discussing 
racial and religious questions, often 
in a mantner that was productive of 
ifl-feeling. At last the legislative 
union was broken up, and recast into 
a federal union, in the hope that the 
new foom would not only put an end 
to racial, religious and sectional strife 
bat prove so elastic as to permit ef 
the extension of Canada from ocean 
to ocean, 

Their hope was for many years only 
partly fulfilled. The extension of 
Canada westward was marked Sy tw:

itary point of view, but dangerous in 
their power to excite racial and local 
animosity.

FROM NOVA SCOTIA

Halifax, Oct. 15—Sunwming up fairly 
and dispassionately the whole situa- 
tion in Nova Scotia it’ may be said 
that the Conservatives have a chance 
in three constituencies a slight chance 
in four; and no chance at all in eleven. 
This is neither conceding nor with- 
holding anything and is a fair sum- 
mary of the situation 
founed Liperals declaré that Nova 
Scotia will again return a solid eigh- 
teen, and although that. would be a re- 
markable achievement the outlook for 
doing so is quite as favorable as it 
was in 1904, The one man, so far as 
| am aware, who ventured a predic- 
tia of a solid eighteen before the 
14 election and put his prediction 
on record, is doing eo again, and he 
holds the reputation as a prophet high 
too. 

I see that Mr. Taylor, the Conserva- 
tive whip, is counting on nine Conser- 
vatives being elected in Nova Scotia. 
There is probably met a Conservative 
in this province who is at all informed 
on the situation here, who would make 
stch a claim, There are certainly 
not nine constiuencies in the province 
where they have a fighting chance. 
There are some in doubt, but there i« 
not one seat in Nova Scotia that can 
be called eafe for Borden 

Too Much Mud. 

A little while ago some Liberals were 
inolined ‘to head-shaking and expres- 
sing wears that, with all the mud 
thrown some would stick—that the 
cunpaign of slander and abuse con- 
ducted through the Halifax Herald 
would have a certain effect for evil. 
That view is no longer held. Had the 
roorback canypaign been begun — less 
prematurely, it might have been to a 
certain extent effective. 

Beginning with the county of Col- 
chester—tlie eole constituency in which 
Mr. Borden now boasts a supporter 
from his own province—we find senti- 
ment very mixed. All Conservatives 
ore naturally disgusted with the revel- 
ations of the Bayne trial, but are. in- 
clined to hedge with the objéction; 
“but you did not connect John Stan- 
field directly with it!” As a matter of 
fact, it is improbable now that. Jolin 
Stantield ever will be connected with 
Bayne’s operations by legal process, 
as the time for trying the protest in 
his case has gone by; but the whol 
disgraceful affair was brought so close 
to him that he got pretty nearly the 
full disadvantage and disgrace of it. 

Country People Offended. 

The country people, particularly, re- 
sent the reputation it has given Col- 
chester in the eyes of the outside 
world, and Hill (who won out in the 
country, but was defeated in Truro at 
the bye-@lection last November), will! 
get a larger rural vote than ever. In 
Truro two very uncertain quantities 
are the railway vote and the negro 
vote. Stanficld got nearly all of beth 
last election, and may do so again. 
The railway men are «sore, owing to 
the removal of the headquarters of the 
Pictou ranch to Stellarton, many of 
the men whose runs are over it hav- 
ing their homes in Truro. 

t would be wrong to say that the 
“choice tomato” scandal has ruined 
Stanfield’s chances in Colchester, but 
it certainly has impaired them; and a 
victory for Hill would be no surpriee 
to anyone. Nevertheless, Colchester 
may still be put down in the ‘“doubt- 


ful’ column. 

In Halifax the situation is compli- 
cated also, Borden and O’Mullin were 
defeated there in 1904 by Carney and 
Roche. The latter are again running 
and are opposed by Borden and Cros- 
by. The latter has been several times 
elected mayor of Halifax, on the latest 
occasion by a large majority over Dr 
Hawkins, a Liberal, who was. self-

There ix no appaywent reason why Bor 
den should win now where he lost be- 
fore, He is more out of touch with the 
people than ever, having sold his resi- 
denee here and cut all the ties binding 
him to the place.

AMERICANS PLEASED WITH WEST 


Colonization Agent Talks of Effect of 
Canadian Exhibits in U. 8. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 14—C. W, Speers, 
general colonization agent of the Do- 
minion government was a visitor at 
the immigration hall yesterday. Mr. 
Speers has just returned from a trip 
to the United States, where he has 
been at a number of large state fairs, 
looking after the exhibits of the pro- 
ducts of Western Canada, and also 
speaking on the benefits of the coun: 
try for American settlers, Samples, 
judiciously selected by the commis- 
sioner of immigration, consisting of 
grains, natural grasses, roots, veget- 
ables, dairy products, ete., were 
shown, which reflected great credit on 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatehe- 
wan and Alberta. 

Speaking on this subject, Mr, Speers 
said that « great effort has ‘been made 
by the railways and land companics 
ot the United States to attract the at- 
tention of the people to the states of 
Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma and 
other states in the south country, The 
Canadian immigration depafiment 
have to some extent had to combat 
these influences, but Mr, Speers was 
pleased to note that Western Canata, 
with her superior produce, has well 
overcome any of this opposition, and 
seems to be more popular with the 
Aunericen people than ever, 

Immigration Will Increase. 

Very great interest was manifested 
in the Canadian exhibits, not only in 
Illinois, but in the other states also, 
and hundreds of people have signified 
their intention of moving to Western 
Canada some time next tall or later 
in the spring. 

“T am persuaded,” said Mr. Speers, 
“that immigration from the American 
Republic next year will not only 
Maintain the present healthy status 
it has now, but will increase greatly.” 

Mr, Speers visited Springfield, Ill., 
St. Paul, Minn,, Detroit, Mich., and 
several other places, and arrived here 
yesterday, He will spend some time 
in this city conferring with the com- 
iussioner of unmigration, after which 
he will make his annual inspection 
om the colonies in the west, He will 
Visit them to see that they are well 
supplied with fuel and other necessi- 
ties for the winter. Speaking on the 
prospects of the colonists in the west 
this winter, Mr. Speers said that they 
were very good. The production this 
year in Western Canada has been very 
satisfactory, the prices of grain have 
been good, and he has no intimation 
yet of any district where hardships 
are likely to be encountered; 

The fuel question in the isolated 
districts of the West will receive his 
attention principally, 


TO WORK DERELICT PATENTS. 


Company Te Manufacture Articles on 
Which Protection Has Lapsed. 


London, Oct. 15.—An — ingenious 
scheme which will enable this country 
to derive full benefit from the protee- 
tive patents act, has been devised by 
a number of well known English busi- 
ness firms. 

It is, in brief, the formation of a 
company, backed by a large amount 
of capital, to work patents which for- 
eign firms have allowed to lapse 
through failure to manufacture their 
articles to an adequate extent in the 
United Kingdom. 

This clever méve entirely reverses 
the procedure which the patents act 
anticipated, One extract from the 
act reads: 

“At any time not less than four 
years after the date of a patent, and 
not less than one year after the pass- 
ing of this act, any person aay apply 
to the compiroller for the revocation 
of the patent on the ground that the 
patented article or process is manu- 
factured or carried on exclusively or 
mainly outside the United Kingdom,” 

Instead of going through the long 
and costly process of proving that a 
fortign patented article is not manu- 
factured sufficiently in this country, 
the new company will start manufac- 
turing the article, and leave it to the 
foreign firm to take action against 
them if they desire.

Berlin, October 15.—Advices lart 
night from Molde, Norway, tell of the 


descent of a Swiss balloon to the 
ocean and the rescue of Colonel 
Schack and E, Messner.

boat this afternoon rescued the occu- 
pants of the balloon Helvetia at the 
last moment as they’ were  sinkifig, 
the gas being totally exhausted.

proceed to Obristiana tomorrow. 


Molde is thirty-two miles south-east 
of Christiana, and to reach this point| 
the Helvetia must have (travelled 
about 1,250 kilometers, or 775 miles in 
a direct line. The Helvetia is the 
fifth balloon in the international con- 
test to come to grief. The Conquer 
and the Montanes burst at a high 
altitude and sank, the St. Louis ‘and 
Castilla were wrecked in the North 
Sea, although no casualties followed | 
these disasters. The escape of the 
men who were in the unfortunate bal-} 
looms was almost miraculous.
